Unfortunately too little Is 
known about the agents 
which produce menengitis. 
Many decades of research 
have failed to give the con¬ 
clusive information we need 
either as to the causative 
agents or specific control 
factors, either in terms of 
positive prevention or cer¬ 
tainly successful treatment. 

There are however gen¬ 
eral health measures which 
apply for increasing im¬ 
munity to most contagious 
diseases by building up the 
body’s natural strength and 
resistance. These rules ap¬ 
ply as the body’s first line 
of defense probably as well 
to menengitis as to most 
other forms of contagious 
diseases. Since children and 
young people are more sus¬ 
ceptible to menegities, the 
following rules should be 
especially applied to them: 

I. Provide balanced diet 
which includes 1. ample 
proteins for cell building 
and repair. 2. Leafy vege- 
table.s for vitamins, min¬ 
erals, bulk and enzymes. 
3. Whole grain cereals or 
bread for vitamin B com¬ 
plex. 4. Tomatoes or citrus 
fruits for vitamin C. 5. But¬ 
ter for vitamin A. 6. Sea¬ 
food for iodine and trace 
minerals. Milk provides 
needed calcium. 

Since there is widespread 
mineral depletion through¬ 
out most areas of our coun¬ 
try’s farm land, we consider 
a good quality of NATURAL 
vitamin - mineral tablets 
taken daily good insurance 
against deficiency condi - 
tions which tend to lower 
resistance to contagious or 
infections diseases. 

II. In children and young 
people it is most important 
that two extremes be avoid¬ 
ed: lack of outdoor exercise 
and over-exertion and ex¬ 
haustion. Poor nutrition and 
exhaustion have more to do 
with susceptibility to con¬ 
tagious disease than any 
other two factors. 

III. Carbonated beverages 
should be omitted since 
they are considered most ef¬ 
fective in upsetting the bal¬ 
ance in the blood of serum 
calcium and possibly also 
blood sugar. These balances 
are most important In main¬ 
taining the maximum im¬ 
munity. 

IV. Sore throats, colds, 
stiffness in the neck, back 
or limbs should be watched 
closely. Manipulative mea • 
sures which will most 
quickly alleviate all areas 
of muscular or skeletal dis¬ 
comfort are most important 
to the prevention of more 
serious conditions.

As California tops the na¬ 
tional overage in unem¬ 
ployment with a whopping 
6.3 % of our work force 
idled, the need for new jobs 
here is critical.

From Speaker On Proposition 14 

With Mrs. Edgar P. Brad¬ 
ford in the chair, Sigma Al¬ 
pha Study Club met on Fri¬ 
day, October 16, at the Ar¬ 
cadia Public Library. After 
the conduct of routine busi¬ 
ness, Florence G. Boiler was 
presented to speak on Prop¬ 
osition 14. 

Mrs. Boiler stressed the 
fact that under the smoke 
screen of “implementing 
civil rights,” the Rumford 
Act has taken property 
rights and religious free¬ 
dom from the minorities as 
well as the majority. She 
said, “Devout Catholics, 

Jews, Buddhists and others 
can be forced to rent to per¬ 
sons not of their creed. Even 
within the same faith, there 
are different sects which 
couldn’t be happily inte¬ 
grated in one household.” 

The speaker told how 
many Negroes and members 
of other minorities resent 
being used as pawns in the 
drive for state control of all 
housing, private as welt as 
public. She quoted Don 
Warden, president, Afro- 
American Association, Oak¬ 
land, Calif., who says: ‘We 
don’twant to move away 
from every community and 
be pushed around like little 
electrons. We want to build 
a community. If it’s a slum 
now—if we build it into a 
flourishing community—^we 
give pobs to contractors, real 
estate agents, insurance 
people, and wo give the race 
a legacy that they can be 
proud of for many, many 
years.”

A Must 


Profits 


Some large corporations recently have announced record 
dollar profits. 

So, to great numbers of people, the word "profit” im¬ 
mediately conjures up a vision straight out of the movies.

It is virtually certain that federal tax cuts will come 
next year. Both the presidential candidates promise that, 
though their programs differ in detail and method. So do 
both the platforms. And Congress will undoubtedly be in 
a receptive mood. 

Just how big and extensive the cuts will be is, of 
course, an unanswerable question now. But there is one 
Important area where the consumer seems sure of long- 
overdue relief. That is the area of excise taxes which were 
imposed in wartime not only to produce revenue, but to 
deter buying of alleged “luxury” goods. Everyone sup¬ 
posed these levies would be sent into the discard once 
the war ended. But they are still on the books. 

That amounted to breaking a promise. Beyond that, 
many of the taxes apply to articles which cannot honest¬ 
ly be called luxuries in a society such as ours. They Include 
such universally used commodities as cosmetics, perfume, 
leather goods, luggage, costume jewelry and so on. The 
taxes add materially to the prices the consumer must pay, 
and they are a financial burden on the retailers. 

The remaining question seems to be whether these 
taxes will be eliminated or merely reduced. The latter 
step would be an inadequate reform. There certainly is 
no need now to deter the purchasing of anything — in¬ 
deed, the whole policy of government is to stimulate in¬ 
vestment, business expansion and consumer spending. Abso¬ 
lute and final repeal of the excises should be one of next 
year’s legislative “musts.” 

★ ★ ★ ★ 

Those Hidden Taxes 

We know — or should know — what we pay in direct 
taxes on Income and property to communities, counties, 
states, and the federal government. And we know of cer¬ 
tain sales or excise taxes, such as that on gasoline. 

But, if anyone thinks these add up to his total tax 
bill, he is sorely mistaken. For everything we need and 
buy is loaded with hidden taxes — those paid by sup¬ 
pliers of raw materials, by manufacturers, by shippers, by 
retailers, and by everyone involved in the long process of 
bringing a product to the consumer. 

How important are these taxes? The Citizens Public 
Expenditure Survey of New York provides some startling 
examples. According to it, a quart of milk carries 87 dif¬ 
ferent hidden taxes, a pound of hamburger 114 different 
hidden taxes, a pair of shoes 126 different hidden taxes, 
and a pair of overalls 148 different hidden taxes. So it 
goes, down the endless roster of goods and services. 

This points up a vital but not publicized fact: Every 
tax is passed on to the consumer, it has to be. And it is 
that individual wage earner who would gain most from a 
drive for economy that would really produce results at 
all levels of government. 

★ ★ ★ ★ 

‘Hogging the Road’ 

The Commerce Department has recommended that the 
weight and width limitations imposed on trucks using the 
interstate highway system be Increased. Happily, however, 
some well-reasoned opposition is appearing. 

For Instance, the American Automobile Association has 
termed the Department’s proposal “very odd” — which, to 
most motorists, will seem something of an understate¬ 
ment. And the New York World-Telegram has gone to 
the heart of the matter in an editorial aptly titled “Hog¬ 
ging The Road.” It says in part: “Trucks now are permitted 
to be 96 Inches wide. It Is suggested that this be increased 
to 102. Even at the present width, these highway box-cars 
terrorize the touring motorist who has to pass them. 

“The trucking Interests push their luck as they try 
steadily for a greater share of the road. 

“It is true they pay a substantial part of the cost of 
new highways, but they also Increase the costs by re¬ 
quiring heavier construction to hold the heavy weight of 
their vehicles. 

"Few, we think, would argue these big trucks should 
be barred from the highways, but such sentiment may 
build up unless they learn to exercise a little restraint. 
Already they take much of the pleasure out of motoring. 

“We trust Congress will find room in the wastebasket 
for this new scheme to hog more of the road.” 

It’s a safe bet that the vast majority of American 
motorists share these opinions.
